the writing wire.

suitable far the manufacture of raisins 
must be considerably staggered by the 
announcement in The Riverside Pi-ess, of 
San Bernardino County, Cal., that the 
raisin crop of that State this year will 
aggregate more than 150,000 boxes.

The whole commu- 
ity were shocked by this dastardly out- 
age, and a reward of five hundred dol- 
ars was offered by the town council and 
hree hundred dollars by Governor Lit- 
lefield for the detection and conviction 
f the guilty party or parties. It was 
oon found that the arrangement of the 
nachincs, etc., had been so conducted as 
o use in their construction some mate- 
ial that was found on the doctor's prem- 
ses, and then the cry arose among the 
icople who sustained and defended the 
quor interest, 'Why, the doctor has done 
t himself to get the insurance on his 
iroperty.' But the friends of Dr. Bowen 
understand him too well to be at all in- 
lucnced in their judgment by such a hue 
nd cry. 
Dr. Bowen had been prominent 


n the prosecution to conviction and im- 
irisonmcnt of a noted rumseller in that 
:ommunity, and was understood to be 
ilauning to follow up others of like ilk in 
be town. A few years previously he had 
ost two valuable cows by poisoning, and 
lad submitted to the destruction of one 
ir more valuable carriages by revengeful 
'andalisin. Mr. Joseph Esten, who had 
icen prominently at work in the recent 
:ases with Dr. Bowen, lost a'hcrse, which 
was cruelly killed in the stall by opening 


f the bowels with a knife and letting the 
ntrails fall to the floor, to be ground be- 
neath the feet of the innocent animal in 
lying agonies. Threats of personal vio- 
ence against D. Bowen hod been fre- 
[ucntly made, but these did not deter 
im in his steadfast purpose to remove 
he dramshops from that community. It 
was but natural that his friends should 
see, and feel too, that nu organized con- 
piracy was in existence to get him out 
if the town and to throw upon him the 
uspicion of being the cause of the de- 
traction of his own property. They 
cnew that he could not be guilty of burn- 
ng up his family or his faithful horses; 
hat he was not capable of taking such 
isks as were involved in such a base act 
as his enemies charged upon him." 


The Providence Journal of the 9th ult. 


tublished a full account of late discove- 
ies, which leave no doubt that the burn- 
ng of Dr. Bowen's house and the at- 
empt also to burn his barn were the work 
if liquor incendiaries, who left behind a 
bird "infernal machine," the model af-

THE WHEATEHLOAF. 


The various attempts which have been 


made to introduce bread made of the 
whole wheat into general use in England 
and the United States have signally failed. 
It does not matter that we are told that 
the best parts of the grain are removed 
>y the bolting process, and what should 
»o to build up human tissue is fed to do- 
mestic animals. In the face of this state- 
ment the poor man, the laboring man, 
inds that for him there is more food in 
white bread than in brown bread, and the 
rich man finds the brown bread a neces- 
sity on his sumptuous table, because it is 
not concentrated food. Both are right 
and both are wrong. 


When a grain of wheat is placed under 


lie microscope it presents an appearance 
not unlike that of the cocoanut. It is 
covered with a fibrous, silicious coat full 
of crevices where insects and dirt can 
lide. This coat when removed is found 
.bsolutely destitute of nutritive matter, 
ieneath this coat are five layers surround- 
ng a white central portion. The outer 
ayers contain substances which are suited 
to repair the waste of bony and nervous 
issues. 
The inner layer is composed 


:liiefly of gluten, which repairs the waste 
if muscular tissue. The central white 
>ortion is composed of starch cells, and 
his keeps up the heat of the body. Now 
f we could have bread made of the whole 
;rain denuded of its outer silicious coat, 
we should have something to repair the 
waste of every bodily tissue, provided the 
ineness of the particles were such that 
he digestive process could assimilate it. 
Jut as wheat is usually ground, the five 
niter layers, being hard and horny, are 
iroken into angular fragments instead of 
icing ground into fine powder, and prove 
a source of irritation to the alimentary 
anal, in which for this reason they do not 
emain long enough to be digested. In 
Sngland the reduction of the whole grain 
s effected by means of steel mills, which 
lave been recently introduced by a so- 
iety calling itself the "Bread Reform 
jcague," tbe ubjdl uf wlifcU is to make 
uch a bread as will contain all the nutri- 
ious portions of the grain, and only 
hese, and by precept and example to 
iress this bread upon tbe acceptance of 
lie poor. 
The children of the English 


>oor are singularly subject to bone disor- 
ers, induced by the absence from their 
ood, which is chiefly bread of fine flour, 
f bone-producing 
elements. 
Where 


iread of this description is supplemented 
jy abundance of meat, eggs and milk, its 
eficiencies in gluten and the phosphates 
re to a degree made up. Across tbe 
jorder in Scotland these bone disorders 
re unknown. 
"In Sicily the laboring classes work 


?ell on a vegetable diet, the staple arti- 
Ic of which is bread made of well ground 
wheat meal. 
The Hindoos of the North- 


western Province can walk fifty or sixty 
niles a day witb no other food tban 
chapatties,' made of the whole meal with 
little 'ghee' or Galaru butter. Turkish 
nd Arab porters, capable of carrying 
urdens of from 400 to 600 pounds, live 
n bread only, with the occasional addi- 
ion of fruit and vegetables. The Spar- 
ans and Romans of old time lived their 
igorous lives on bread made of wheaten 
meal. 
In Russia, Sweden, Scotland and 


Isewhere, the poor live chiefly on bread, 
(ways made from some whole meal— 


wheat, oats or rye—and the peasantry of 
whatever climate so fed always compare 
avorably with the English poor, who live 
hieflyon white bread. The yeomen of 
Elizabeth's time, who drew their bow- 
trings to their ears and sent a cloth-yard 
haft whistling through a barn door at 
ighty yards, ate meat about once week, 
nd lived the rest of the time on whole 
meal bread and cheese." 


So far back as the time of Pliny some 


iinds of flour were prepared first by re- 
moving the outer coat, and then by crush- 
ng or grinding the grain to an impalpa- 
le powder. In tbis country the wheat is 
isually cleaned more or lessbefore grind- 
ng, but the silicious coat is not removed 
until the bolting process carries it away 
with the outer layers of the grain. There 
s an improved method of preparing flour 
which is slowly making its way, and wbich 


romises to give the masses at some fu- 
ure time bread rich in all the nutritious 
lements of wheat, and destitute of all ir- 
itat ing particles, whether of silicious 
mtter or of unpulverized nutritious mat-, 
er. In the preparation 
of this flour, 


millstones, bolts and sieves are entirely 
voided, «nd the reduction of the grain to 
n impalpable powder is effected by the 
xplosive power of cold compressed air. 
Vo bread made of the whole grain is or 
an be as white as that made of only the 
nterior or starchy portion of the berry, 
nd the prejudice of the masses is so 
reatly in favor of the "snowy loaf" that 
lie brown loaf makes its way slowly into 
ivor; but with growing intelligence on 
tiis subject our people will learn to choose 
isely that which is bread, that which is 
eally the "staff of Kfe," and to regard 
be snowy loaf as among delicacies pleas- 
nt to the taste, but inadequate to meet 
he wants of-the wasting tissues.—N. Y 
Weekly Tribune.

Prof. King, the aeronaut of Philadelphia, 
who made nil ascent from Chicago with 
several companions and was lost for several 
days, has reached home and tells a re- 
markable story of their adventures by 
sea and land. They were nineteen hours 
in the air. 
Their highest altitude was 


9,600 feet. 
Friday afternoon, Oct. 14th,

One sandwich was all

ground. Human habitation was nowhere 
in sight.

No boats, no signs 
to show that human beings had ever been 
there, only intensified their dreadful feel- 
ing of loneliness. 
Once landed, their 


adventures began in earnest. 
From Fri- 


day until Tuesday their experience was 
one of continuous tramping about or float- 
ing over lakes on rude rafts and finding 
themselves perpetually walled in.

seemed to be no outlet. 
A porcupine 


which they killed was their diet for five 
days. 
On the fifth day, Tuesday, thay 


came to an old overgrown trail. 
Follow- 


ing it for hours they finally heard the 
tinkling of a cowbell. They left the road 
and went in the direction whence it came, 
.and finally found themselves again at the 
river. 
The cow was on the other 
side. 


The sight of a rude cabin cheered them. 
Two men in n boat were finally sighted 
and rowed them across. Here they found 
Bruno Yinette, a wealthy backwoodsman, 
farmer and logger, who, with ten men, 
accompanied them up the river in a bat- 
teau to the place where their balloon was. 
Except a few punctures from trees and 
some rents in the netting, it was unin- 
jured. It was taken apart and put in the 
basket and the whole raised from the 
ground and placed on poles and left there. 
The netting was hung upon rope? reach- 
ing from tree to tree far above ground. 
There they will be left till mid-winter, 
when snow and ice will enable them to be 
gotten away. It was seventy-five miles 
from the balloon to Obippewa Falls and 
civilization, which the travellers reached 
through the aid ofVinette.—Philadelphia 
Times.

Just is the colony was 
on the verge of despair, the ship arrived 
in Boston Harbor, the diy of fasting was 
turned into one of thanksgiving by order 
of the Governor and Ootmcil, and was 
accordingly celebrated on the 2'Jld of Feb- 
ruary, 1031. 


In November of the nine year, another 


day of thanksgiving waf observed on the 
arrival of the same ship, and since then,- 
a similar festival has be<;n held with great 
regularity. The custoi i did not spread 
beyond Xew England until during the 
civil war. President 
Lincoln was the 


first to prockiims a Jay of National 
Thanksgiving. 


In New England, where tha day is a 


public and legal holiday, it is an occasion 
of family reunions, and of feasting and 
yood cheer. To those who have been ac- 
customed to it from childhood, it is the 
merriest day in the ye»r. Elsewhere, it 
is wholly overshadowed by Christmas.
